“QUININE retains Its place as the 
first line of defence against malaria,” 
writes Mr, A. S. Haynes, former

Assault During Chinese 
New Year Fair 


The case for the defence concluded 
before Mr. R. A, D, Forrest at the 
Central Magistracy yesterday, when 
shearing of an assault: charge against 
Koacsar Singh, 40, watchman, who fs 
necused of inflicting grievous bodily 
harm on another watchman, Isher 
Singh, at the junction of Gloucester 
and Luord Roads, Wonchal, on Feb- 
ruary 18, was continued. : 

Mr, M. A. da’ Silva appeared for 
the complainant, while Mr, J. M.

It was alleged by the complainant 
that the defendant struck him 
several blows with n stick while he 
was selling condiments at the Chinese 
New Year Bazaar, He was being 
held at the time, While he was on 
the ‘ground, another Indjan Bakshi 
Singh, Kicked his stall over and ran 
away with his money. : 

Defendant denied the allegations 
and ‘claimed that it was he who was 
struclo on the head by the .com- 
plainant after an argument. He 
admitted, however, that he had 
struck the complainant, ‘as the latter 
was trying to run awny. : 

Yesterday, Maga Singh,.a Police 
guard, said he saw the fight between 
the defendant: and complainant, who 
hind the assistance of Kartar Singh. 

’ The complainant first hit the defen- 
dant on the forchend with ao stick, 
and then Kartar Singh came from 
behind and struck him also,, Witness 
picked the defendant ‘up, and ‘found 
him bleeding from the forehead. 

Crosseexnmined by Mr, Silva, wit- 
ness denied a suggestion that-he was 
not present at the fight. He declared 

. that what he had said was the truth, 
He denied he was more friendly with 
the defendant than with’ the com- 
plainnnt. : 

Mr, Silva: If you were present, 
how could you miss'secing the de- 
fendant hitting the complainant on 
the back of the neck with his stick?

The Safety Industrial Co. represents 
by fur the bigecat Individual enter~ 
prise that has removed to this Colony 
from China os ‘n result of the war, 
Whether it will “remain here per- 
manently has . not, apparently, been 
finolly decided: by the Board; but 
there Js no reason to suppose that 
it will not, A glance at the solid 
stone and bricle. structures: at Ngau 
Shi Wan fs suffictent to convince that 
the $300,000 ‘spent on them would 
hardly have been wasted on a fem- 
porary venture, .Another $40,000 
buliding 's now being erected. 
7 Currency Handicap ‘ 

There are, however, it seems, 
severe handicaps under which the! 
Company I[s forced to-operate os a 
result of the transfer to Hongkong, 
The chief, one is the question of 
currency. Under the Company's 
present contract with the Chinese 
Government, it is paid in Chinese 
natlonal currency, whereas wages 
must be paid In Hongkong currency; 
but the Company has hopes of over- 
coming this difficulty. 

‘At the present time the Safety 
Industrial Co, are producing masics 
nt the rate of 500 o day, but, un- 
fortunately, these are not available to 
the Hongkong public, They are not 
for sale. For months to come the 
entire output of the company will go 


| to fulfil the necds of China's fighting 


forces, ‘ 

In order to increase the output from 
500 to 1,000 the Company. recently 
declded to change the type of masi 
manufactured, The manufacture of 
the new type is now ifn an ex- 
perimental stage. The main differ- 
ence iy that whereas the old type 
was made of aluminium with a metal 
valve for the out-lct the new type 
is made, of rubber with valve of the 
same- materlal.—The..cost. has thus 
been reduced from $15 to $7 per 
masie, 

Besides the Safety Industrial Co. 
there are four other factories in 
Hongkong in the gas mask business; 
but they are all much smatier con- 
cerns mostly devoted .to assembling 
masks with parts purchnsed from 
elsewhere, The Safety Industrial 
Co. makes Its own parts from the 
smollest spring upwards on ity own 
premises with raw materials. :

Bank Inaugurated 
Shanghal, May_ 1. 

The Hua Hsing Commercial Bank, 
a Sino-Japanese note Issuing bank, 
was inaugurated In the New Asia 
Hotel in the Hongkew district of 
Shanghai to-day. The Bank is in- 
corporated under the Jaws of the 
“Reformed Government” ond, says 
fin official announcement, will issuc 
notes “frecly convertible into foreign 
currency.” Mr, Chen Ching-tao, 
Finance Minister of the Reform 
Government, has been’ appointed 
Governor of the new Bank. 

It fg stated that the notes issued by 
the Bank will be legal tender for all 
transactions in territory under the 
Jurisdiction of the Reformed Gov- 
ernment, but the Customs will be 
excepted pending revision of the 

resent - Customs -regulations.-by--the 
nspector General. 

The Bank will be capitalised at 
$50,000,000, of which half will . be

--- Although: the authorities are_anxi- 
ous for residents to take al)’ renson- 
uble. precautions against cholera, it is 
noteworthy that not a single case of 
cholera. has been reported in ‘the 
Colony since January 20, and that 
since the beginning of the year, only 
five cholera victims have been re- 
gistered. 5

by the National Government and 
High Commissioncr, : 

Fourthly, a Natfonal Assembly, re- 
presentative of all the population, be 
convened after yoars to 
examine and draft a constitution.
